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EXTRAORDINARY 
CONDITIONS ON 


Winnipeg, Oct. 26.—Not a bushel of 
wheat has been delivered to the local 
clearing house on October contracts. 
It is the most extraordinary condi- 
tion that has even confronted the 
trade in the Winnipeg grain exchange. 
Usually at this season, with but a 
week more of the month in which to 
make deliveries most of the business 
on the option has been closed up. 
The slight. premium over October 
would not account for this condition. 
Old traders say then can’t understand 
it. Big export houses are displaying 
absolutely no interest as seaboard 
houses will not load up on what at a 
premium and are not likely to take 
on any wheat with Noveniber and De- 
cember selling under October. The 
old traders assume the pool is sell- 
ing at buyers’ prices as they are only 
moving wheat for export. The under- 
lying weakness of cash wheat mar- 
ket is emphasized by the very low 
freight rate quoted from the lake head 
to Buffalo, of one and an eighth when 
at this season of 1923 the price of 
freight over that water route was 8 
cents and all space being bid for. 
With navigation closing shortly all 
export grain going out for the next 
five months must go through Vancou- 
ver or pay impossible price of rail and 
water route via St. John. 


ALBERTA WHEAT POOL 
GETS 1,757 MEMBERS 
SINCE DRIVE STARTED 


Sixty-three new 


wheat pool con- 


‘tracts on Saturday brought the total 


number of new members in the wheat 
pool to 1,757 on Saturday night. Pool 
officials estimated that another hun- 
dred contracts had arrived in the mail 
on Monday morning. 

Since the start of the membership 
drive on September 28, since which 
time there have been 24 working days, 
the membership has increased at the 
rate of slightly more than 73 -con- 
tracts per day, with an average of 
‘about 75 acres per contract, 

After the threshing period is passed 
‘officials of the pool believe that the 
drive will result in a greater number 
of contracts per day, but declare that 
the results so far have been very 
satisfactory. 


C.N.R, SILK TRAIN 
MADE RECORD RUN 


Smashing all western long distance 
records, it is claimed, a C.N.R. silk 
train hit up a clip of a mile a minute 
between Edmonton and Wainwright 
on Thursday, The distance is 127 
miles and it was covered in 127 min- 
utes. 

There were six cars in this train 
while the precious cargo is estimated 
‘to have a value of $2,000,000. It was 
‘the fourth to pass through the city 
itthis year and was sent forward un- 
der the arrangements that provide 
‘for a shipment every three weeks. 

Between Vancouver and Edmonton 
the time was 21 hours and 35 minutes 
compared with the ordinary time of 
34 hours and 80 minutes.—Journal,

PRIVY COUNCIL TO 
PASS UPON MERITS 
OF ALBERTA CASES 


Irank Ford, K.C., will represent the 
attorney general in two Alberta cases 
that are to be heard by the judicial 
cominittee of the privy council at its 
sitting in December. These are the 
case of the Attorney General of Al- 
berta versus Cook, in which the aues- 
tion at issue is the competence of the 
Alberta courts to grant a wife judi- 
cial separation when the husband is 
domiciled in another province, and of 
Nadan versus the King, in which ap- 
peal is being taken against two con- 
victions for carrying liquor that was 
brought into the province unsealed 
and otherwise than by common car- 
rier, 

The Cook case was argued before 
the privy council in the summer of 
1024, but there was not a full attend- 
ance of the councillors at the time, 
and Lord Cave, the lord high chan- 
cellor, intimated last spring that he 
desired to have the argument — re- 
peated before a full board. Some ex- 
ceedingly important points are in- 
volved in the case, it is stated, and 
among them will be a question as to 
whether marriage and divorce fall 
Within the jurisdiction of the domin- 
ion alone, or are properly to be dealt 
with by the province of Alberta. 

Attorney General Brownlee had 
intended personally to sce the cases 
through the imperial courts had they 
been brought on earlier this year, but 
not finding it possible to go to Lon- 
don in December. he has arranged 
with Mr. Ford to represent the pro- 
vince in his stead.

Select Your Calves 


Now For Baby Beef 


The boy or girl who is contemplat- 
ing in any of the calf feeding com- 
petitions for the coming year should 
be on the lookout for suitable ani- 
mals, 

In the selection of the calf, first of 
all one with a good feeder head 
should be chosen. Such a_ head 
should show a quict disposition, good 
eyes a broad short forehead, short 
fact, strong muzzle and large nos- 
trils indicating plenty of lung power 
and breathing capacity. The jaw 
should be strong and well muscled. 

The calf should have a deep, wide 
and short body, with a good spring 
of rib and large barrel, indicating a 
capacity to consume large amounts of 
feed. A short neck and plenty of 
width between the front legs are de- 
sirable. The round of thigh should 
be deep. 


|Marketing Service 
Is Shipping Poultry 


The provincial egg and poultry mar- 
keting service is beginning to handle 
good shipments from country points, 
according to Poultry Commissioner J. 
H, Hare. In spite of the fact that the 
amount of poultry raised in the pro- 
vinee this season is much lower than 
the 1924 crop, a number of cars have 
already been loaded at different points 
and one carload of live birds was 
sent to Vancouver last week while 
another car was shipped to Hdmon-
